Residence must be performed on 
the land purchased exeept in the 
case ‘where the purchaser holds a 
homestead, pre-emption, or purchas- 
ed homestead, either patented or un- 
patented, laying falongside the land 
he buys, or separated therefrom only 
by aroad allowance, in which case 
the residence duties may be perform: 
ed by livingon the homestead, pre- 
emption, or purchased homestead, as 
the case‘may be. When residence is 
so performed, however, the purchaser 
will be required to increase the area 
of breaking and cultivation on the 
lands so purchased in the same man- 
ner as required by a homesteader 
who performs residence in the vicinity 
of his homestead. 

8. In no case will a larger area 
than one quarter-section be disposed 
of to one person. 

4, The purchaser of any parcel of 
land will be required to pay the value 
of any improvements that may have 
been placed thereon prior to the time 
of sale.

saving of souls almost a sin if it had 
not been done in a church. 

“April 1. — In the evening — Mr. 
Whitefield being gone—I begun ex-

I call- 
ed to them, in the words of the evan- 
gelical prophet. ‘Ho! every one that 
thirsteth, come ye to 
come, and buy wine and milk without 
money and without price.’ About 
6,000 were in the afternoon at Rose 
Green—on the other side of Kings- 
wood—among whom I stood and cried, 
in the name of the Lord, ‘If any man 
thirst, let him come unto Me and 
drink. He that believeth on Me, as 
the Scriptures hath said, out of his 
belly shall flow rivers of living water.’ 

“Tuesday, 17th.—At five in the af- 
ternoon I was at a little society in 
the Back Lane. The room in which 
we were was propped beneath, but 
the weight of people made the floor 
give way; so that in the beginning of 
the expounding, the fone which prop- 
ped it fell down with a great noise. 
But the floor sank no further; so that, 
after a little surprise at first, they 
quietly attended to the things that 
were spoken. 


“Monday, May 7th.—I was prepar- 
ing to set out for Pensford, having 
now had leave to preach in_ the 


church, when I received the follow- 
ing note: 

* ‘Sir,—Our minister, having been 
informed you are beside yourself, does 
not care you should preach in any 
of his churches,’ I went, howeves, and 
on Priestdown, about half a mile 
from Pensford, preached Christ our 
‘wisdom, righteousness, sanctification, 
and redemption.” 

“Tuesday, 8th.—I went to Bath, but 
was not suffered to be in the meadow 
where I was before, which occasioned 
the offer of a much more convenient 
place, where I preached Christ to 
about a thousand souls.” 


Time-Keeping Records. 

With all the wonderful achieve- 
ments of centuries of clock and watch 
making, there is not a timepiece in 
the world which will keep correct 
time. ‘‘Big Ben’’ of Westminster, Lon- 
don, certainly has a very respectable 
record. He has never been more than 
three seconds from the true time. But 
this discrepancy appears flagrant 
against the records of the three most 
perfect observatory clocks in the 
world. Those at Greenwich, at the 
Onited States Naval Observatory at 
Washington, and at the Berlin Ob 
servatory were compared by a Ger- 
man scientist, who had to give the 
verdict against his own nation. The 
Berlin timepiece showed a mean de- 
viation of a second, while its two ri- 
vals tied with a deviation each of 
0.015 of a second,

as follows: .

HON. A. L. SIFTON ACCEPTS THE! Ottawa—A statement prepared by PRICES ARE NOW HIGHER THAN! Ottawa, Ont.—Preparations for Earl | 


PREMIERSHIP 


A Resolution of Condolence on the 
Death of King Edward was Passed 
Unanimously—The Session Lasted 
but a Brief Half Hour, when the 
House was Formally Prorogued by 
Lieutenant-Governor Bulyea. 


Edmonton.—The first Alberta legis- 
lature to meet during the reign of 
King George V. met and prorogued all 
in tne space of half an hour, and yet 
in that short half-bour much was 
done, 

lt was known in the forenoon that 
Premier Rutherford had resigned and 
that Hon. A. L. Sifton was te take 
his place. Algo that Attorney-General 
Cross, Minister of Agriculture Mar- 
shall, and Hon. P. k. Lessard, had 
placed their resignations in the hands 
of the lieutenant-governor, who had, 
however, refused to accept them, but 
had referred them to the new premier. 

The crowd, therefore, gathered early 
and by 3 o’clock the legislative cham- 
bers were well filled. All the mem- 
bers of the Jegislature were on hand 
at 2,30 o’clock and in groups of two 
and three, they swore allegiance to the 
new king, the oath being administered 
by Lieutenant-Governor Bulyea, who 


was on hand and waiting in the 
speaker’s room for the purpose. 
Soon after the house opened with 


Rutherford, Cross, Marshall and Les- 
sard in the cabinet seats, As Speaker 
Fisher read the opening prayers it 
was noticed that they had been chang- 
ed, and instead of ace to King 
Edward, they read, ‘‘Our Most Graci- 
ous Lord, King George, Our Gracious 
Queen, Mary, the Prince of Wales and 
Alexandra the Queen-Mother.” 

Following the prayers came the first 
business of the day which was the 
passing of a message of condolence to 
the new king at the death of his 
father. In a voice, vibrant with emo- 
tion, the ex-premier moved the resolu- 
tion: “It was only a few days since 
the country heard with deep regret 
of the death of the sovereign. 

“The intimation came suddenly. His 
iliness last only a few days before 
God’s finger touched him and he 
slept,” said Dr, Rutherford. He then 
went on to make references to the life 
of the late king and concluded by 
saying that loyal, Canada lamented 
his untimely demise and recognized 
the loss she had sustained in his 
death. 

R. B. Bennett, leader of the opposi- 
tion, seconded the resolution in a 
speech, which, although not long, 
was even more eulogistic than that 
of Rutherford. 

“He was old in years before he be- 
gan to reign, but young in all the 
attributes which go to make a con- 
stitutional sovereign,” he said. ‘He 
will be remembered as one who made 
the bonds of freedom wider, yet

It was couched in the 
same words as that presented by the 
English house of commons. | 

Immediately following this the 
sergeant-at-arms announced the lieut - 
governor, unattended and_- dressed 
only in civilian clothes. His honor 
entered and from the speaker’s chair 
read the following proclamation: 

Mr. Speaker, and gentlemen of the 
assembly, I have to announce to you 
that the resignation of Premier Ruth- 
erford was placed in my hands and 
has been accepted by me, and I have 
called on the Hon. A. L. Sifton to 
form a government and he has assum. 
ed that responsibility and has been 
sworn in as president of the executive 
council. It is my will that Premier 
Sifton shall submit. the personnel of 
his cabinet and his policy to the mem- 
bers of this legislative asseinbly for 
ratification at an early date, due no- 
tice of which will be given you. 

“In the meantime it is my will 
that this meeting of the legislative 
assembly be prorogued, and I do de- 
clare it duly and formally prorogued. 
In discharging you from further at- 
tendance I would assure you of my 
good wishes for the health and wel- 
fare of you all.’ 

As soon as the prociamation was 
read the house rose and it was all 
over. Premier Sifton, who hed been 
an interested spectator all through, 
left with the lieutenant-governor,

FOR A DECADE 


{Government Inquiry Elicits the In- 
formation that the Cost of Living 
was Higher in 1908-1908 Than for 
| Any Time in the Previous Twenty 
| Yeare—Statistica-ot Trade Disputes 
and Industrial Accidents. 


Ottawa——The May number of the 
\Gazette contuins additional results of 
inquiry being conducted by the de- 
{partment as to the price of commodi- 
| ties and cost of living, cost of hides, 
jtallows, leathers, and boots are par- 
jticularly dealt with. The figures 
;produced show that the prices of 
ithe above-mentioned commodities 
| were higher in 1908-9 than at any time 
{in the previous twenty years. Com- 
|pared with prices for decade 1890-99 
linclusive, was approximately 45 per 
cent.; more noteworthy in recent years 
has been an exceedingly rapid ad- 
vance of cow hides and calf skins dur- 
|ing the past year which has affected 
the price of boots and shoes. 

There were sixteen trade disputes in 
progress in Canada during April, af- 
fecting 122 firms and caused a loss of 
| 49,110 working days. 

Eight of the disputes were termina- 
ted by negotiations by parties concern. 
ied and one by reference to a board of 
arbitration under the industrial dis- 
putes act. In the remaining case the 
places of he strikers were filled. 

During April industrial accidents oc. 
curred to 430 individual workmen in 
Canada, of which 94 were fatal and 246 
resulted in serious injury. Ratlway 
service , heads the list with sixteen 
killed and 40 injured, and lumbering 
industry comes second with 16 killed 
and 11 injured.

Celebrated Scientist Dead 
Berlin.—Prof. Koch, the celebrated 
|scientist, is dead. He became dis- 
tinguished as an investigator of micro- 
organisms, but probably gained most 
|renown as the discoverer of the bacilli 
of tuberculosis and cholera. He was 
graduated in 1866 from the University 
|of Goettingen, and while a practitioner 
at Wallstein began his researches in 
bacteriology. His first writings, cover- 
ing investigations of anthrax and the 
etiology of treating infective diseases 
|marked an epoch in medicine, and 
‘placed bacteriology on a_ scientific 
| basis. 

It was in 1882 that Prof. Koch first 
{announced his discovery of the bacilli 
of tuberculosis. The following year 
he was sent by the German govern- 
ment to India and Egypt to study 
cholera, and discovered the comma 
bacillus, the presence of which is re- 
garded as &n infallible test in diag- 
nosing Asiatic cholera. I 1890, at the 
'meeting of the International Medical 
Congress, Prof. Koch announced the 
discovery of a specific for tuberculosis, 
but while his announcement created a 
jsengation, the medica] profession gen- 
erally did not accept it, and a subse. 
quent test did not fully substantiate 
| Koch’s claims. 

| Prof. Koch received decorations 
from the German and French govern. 
ments for his discoveries, He attend. 
ed the International Tuberculosis Con-

WOULD REDUCE 
THE TARIFF 


| Move TOWARDS BETTER TRADE 
\ RELATIONS 


| Negotiations are New Being Carried 
on Between Canada and European 
Countries, as well as with the 
United States—Italy and Belgium 
| May be Placed on the Favored 
Nation List. 


Ottawa.—A courteous reply has been 
sent to Washington by the Canadian 
,;government in response to President 
‘afts invitation for the opening up of 
tariff negotiations between anada 
and the United States looking to a 
mutual lowering of the trade barriers 
| between the two countries, 

While expressing a willingness to 
enter into negotiations for better trade 
conditions which should prove mutu. 
ally advantageous to both countries 
‘the Canadian government points out 
that owing to the engagements of the 
‘prime minister, Hon, W. 8. Fielding, 
and other members of the cabinet who 
will be absent from Ottawa during the 
greater part of the summer there will 
hee little opportunity for the govern- 
ment to take up the question in any 
active and detailed way until Sep- 
{tember next. 

It is therefore suggested that the 
matter be left in abeyance until the 
fall. In the meanwhile, it is believed 
that the present movement in the 
United States looking to a lowering 
of the protective duties on many items 
entering into the cost of living to 
)the general public will operate to the 
advantage of Canada in the future 
tariff bargaining. 

Meanwhile, also, it is probable that 
reciprocal trade arrangements will be 
made by Canada with Belgium and 
Italy, Negotiations to this end are 
now under way in accordance with 
an announcement made in parliament 
last session by the Hon, W, 8. Field.

These two countries are in practi- 
cally the saine position as France with 
regard to Canadian trade, By the 
‘conclusion of the treaty with France 
last session, the way is clear to ne- 
gotiate a similar favored nation terms 
with them, 

Negotiations looking to the placing 

of Belgium and Italy on the Canadian 
favored nation list in return for the 
lowest. tariff rates against Canadian 
products are now in progress through 
{the medium of Belgium and Italian 
|consuls general at Montreal. 
Any tariff reductions that may en- 
}sue as a result of the preferential 
treatment accorded to either Belgium 
or Italy will practically be in the na- 
ture of reduced customs taxation to 
the Canadian consumer, As in the 
case of the treaty with France no 
home industry need suffer while at 
the same time Canada has an oppor. 
tunity of getting access to the im- 
portant markets of these two coun- 
tries on the best terms open to any 
country, 


Enormous Loss of Life 

London, — Mrs. Charles Garnett, 
speaking at a navvy mission society 
meeting, said:

“In Canada, the thawing of dyna- 
mite before it is’ used produces ap- 
palling results. According to one esti- 
mate, the toll of railways now being 
}constructed in Canada, in order that 
civilization may spread, is two lives 
| per mile,” 


Alberta Waterway to the Bay 
Toronto.—Hon, Wm. Pugsley  ad- 
| dressing the Ontario club said: 

“We are considering the waterways 
system from the Red river to Lake 
Winnipeg, from the mouth of the Sas- 
katchewan river and thence across the 
prairies to the foothills of the Rockies, 
100 miles west of Edmonton, which 
will give a direct system of navigation 
for 1,500 miles to Winnineg, 

“This system needs two locks which 
would make it possible to generalize 
from 60,000 to 80,000 horse power 
which could be utilized for grinding 
grain and the manufacture of raw 
lumber. 

“The government is also considering 
the system of navigation from Lake 
Winnipeg to Hudson Bay where the 
vessels can go to England.”
